sions with t he general staff officers of 
the Seventh army corps and at the 
third hearing the testimony of officers 
and men of the Second South Carolina 
regiment.

General Wilson and Captain Howell 
appointed to investigate the selection of 
Fernandina as a camp, returned and 
reported their approval of the selection. 
They made special inquiry into the re- 
poit that the camp had been located 
there for the purpose of enhancing the 
value of land owned by a son of Secre 
tary Alger, going through the county 
records as part of tneir work. 
They 
failed to find his name in any of these 
documents and their investigation con 
vinced them that he had never owned 
any real estate in that vicinity or had 
been in any way interested in any 
Chief Surgeon Mans, before the main 
body, said there was little sickness until 
July. 
At first he had trouble in getting 
requisitions filled at Tampa, but they 
were promptly filled when made to 
Washington. 
He had never seen such 
utter disregard of expense in caring for 
sick soldiers. 
He also said the Rec. 
Cross society had given so much that it 
was unnecessary to ask the government 
for supplies. 
He thought typhoid hat. 
been introduced to the camp by Missis 
Sippi and Virginia troops. 
Shallow 
wells and surface drainage had done 
much to increase the scourge. 
He also 
thought the flies had done muoh to dis­ 
seminate fevqr. 
From the beginning 
very strict attention had been given to 
the sinks. 
Despite the strict sanitation, 
the fever broke out. 
Dr. Maus said he 
had found it difficult to prevail upon 
surgeons in the volunteer service to 
learn the administrative duties of their 
positions. 
In the early part of the war 
they neglected sanitation. 
Dr. Maus said that in the history of 
the camp there had been 284 deaths out 
of 31,1)00 men and that about 80 per 
cent of the deaths had been from fever. 
He thought the fever was now decreas­ 
ing. 
He mentioned «>ne instance in 
which serious sickness had followed the 
u.-e of tainted meat aud said he had 
heard of a few other instances in which 
poor meat had bi en issued. 
Dr. Conner 
quoted a report from Colonel Guild, in­ 
spector general, saying that but for the 
action ot the Red Cro.->* society the sick 
would have been without essential sup­ 
plies for two months. 
“ That state­ 
ment,” said Dr. Mans, “is utterly false. 
The government would have supplied 
them if tho Red Cross had not.” 
Dr. Maus was questioned in regard to 
the camp at Miami. 
He said he had 
investigated it aud found it to be un- 
sutta ole on account of the water, which 
analysis had shown to bo impure. 
He 
also thought Tampa unsuited to a large 
army camp. 
Colonel Oliver E. Wood, chief com­ 
missary at Camp Cuba Libre, nuder 
General Lee, was before the commis­ 
sion. 
He had occupied this position 
since May 21 aud he had been able dur­ 
ing all this time to fully and completely 
meet all requisions made noon him for 
supplies aud there had never been any 
lack of them. 
As a rule also, the qual­ 
ity was excellent. 
Captain Chauncey V. Baker, chief 
quartermaster, had been in Jackson­ 
ville from the beginning of the camp 
on May 21, but at that time was quar­ 
termaster for the Second corps. 
He 
said that when he arrived the command 
was short of ail kinds of stores and 
that he had been unable in the begin 
ning to meet all requisition* for sup­ 
plies, but he thought it was due to sup 
plying so large an army in 
time. 
Explaining General Lawton’s selec­ 
tion of tho first camp here, he said it 
was due to the fact that the railroad 
company could offer facilities, and to 
the additional fact that water could be 
secured conveniently. 
The site was 
low, and the men were moved when the 
rainy season began. 
General Lawton 
had expected the troops to be ordered 
almost immediately to Cuba.

With the president were ex-Governor 
Richard J. Oglesby of Illinois, Lafay­ 
ette McWilliams,whose guest the presi­ 
dent has beef) since his arrival in this 
city, President Harper of the Chicago 
university and Thomas B. Bryan of 
Chicago.

17.—This govern­ 
m ent’s assumption of sovereignty over 
Porto Rico was the subject of an elo- 
qu ut prayer at the religions services of 
the Protestant Episcopal convention, 
the bishops and deputies having di­ 
rected that suitable reference be made 
to this national event. 
The prayer was 
prepared by Bishop Sutterlee of Wash­ 
ington. 
I he prayer was as follows: 
Gnu whose providence orderost all things in 
heaven and earth, and whose will controlleth 
the issues and events of the life of nations, we 
acknowledge thy goodness, which has guided 
and blessed the counsels and arm s of our na­ 
tion to the relief of an oppressed people and 
to the victories of peace. G uard us from all 
sins of self-seeking and vainglory. 
Fill us w ith the spirit of wisdom and thy 
•july fear. Humble us under the burden of the 
Jew duties w ith which our government is 
charged. Strengthen the hands and sanctify 
the hearts of those upon whom m ust come the 
solemn decisions of this hour aud in the new 
countries and among the nations to which 
on this day and from this day our rule is to 
extend. 
G rant us grace to establish upon the best 
and su rest foundation the sovereignty of good 
governm ent, tru e liberty, justice and love, 
th at seeding in all things to do thy will we 
may lie the instrum ent of th y glory through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 
Bishop Doane, presiding officer of the 
house of bishops, aud Rev. Morgan Dix, 
presiding officer of the house of depu­ 
ties, joined in directing the services, 
and ail the bishops and deputies united 
in the national prayer. 
At the afternoon session in the house 
of deputies article IX led to consider­ 
able debate. It provides the means of 
trying 
bishops and presbyteries .for 
various offenses. After lengthy debate 
the provision for trying bishopa by 
“ bishops only” was upheld—lt>4 to 128. 
Article IX was dually recommitted to 
the committee for revision. ‘ 
Tho nouse of bishops at its afternoon 
session passed a new canon providing 
that when a new rector is to be elected 
the bishop shall be notified, and no elec­ 
tion shall take place until todays there­ 
after.

General Wilson and Captain Howell 
appointed to investigate the selection of 
Fernandina as a camp, returned and 
reported their approval of the selection. 
They made special inquiry into the re- 
poit that the camp had been located 
there for the purpose of enhancing the 
value of land owned by a son of Secre­ 
tary Alger, going through the county 
records as part of tneir work. They 
failed to find his name in any of these 
documents and their investigation con­ 
vinced them that he had uever owned 
any real estate in that vicinity or had 
I been in any way interested in any. 
i 
Chief Surgeon Mans, before the main 
I body, said there was little sickness until 
J July. 
At first he had trouble in getting 
j requisitions filled at Tampa, but they 
were promptly filled when made to 
Washington. 
He had never seen such 
utter disregard of expense in caring for 
sick soldiers. 
He also said the Red 
Cross society had given so much that it 
was unnecessary to ask the government 
for supplies. 
He thought typhoid had 
been introduced to the camp by Missis­ 
sippi and Virginia troops. 
Shallow 
wells and surface drainage had done 
much to increase the scourge. 
He also 
thought tile flies had done much to dis­ 
seminate fevgr. From the beginning 
very strict attention had been given to 
the sinks. Despite the strict sanitation, 
the fever broke out. Dr. Maus said he 
had found it difficult to prevail upon 
surgeons in the volunteer service to 
learn the administrative duties of their 
positions, 
lu the early part of the war 
they neglected sanitat ca. 
Dr. Maus said that in the history of 
the camp there had been 284 deaths out 
of 31 JHX) men and that altout 80 per 
cent of the deaths had been from fever. 
He thought the fever was now decreas­ 
ing. 
He mentioned one instance in 
which serious sickness had followed the 
u.-e of tainted meat a n d sa id he had 
heard of a few’other instances in which 
poor meat had been issued. 
Dr. Conner 
quoted a report from Colonel Guild, in­ 
spector general, saying that but for the 
action of the Red Cro.^» society the sick 
would have been without essential sup­ 
plies for two months. 
“ That state­ 
m ent,” said Dr. Mans, “is utterly false. 
The government would have supplied 
them if the Red Cross had not.” 
Dr. Mails was questioned iii regard to 
the camp at Miami. 
He said he had 
investigated it aud found it to be un­ 
suitable oil account of the water, which 
analysis had shown to be impure. He 
also thought Tampa unsuited to a large 
army camp. 
Colonel Oliver E. Wood, chief com­ 
missary at Camp Cuba Libre, under 
General Lee, was before the commis­ 
sion. 
He had occupied this position 
since May 21 and he had been able dur­ 
ing all this time to fully and completely 
meet all requisions made upon him for 
supplies aud there had uever been any 
lack of them. 
As a rule also, the qual­ 
ity was excellent. 
Captain Chauncey V. Baker, chief 
quartermaster, had been in Jackson­ 
ville from the beginning of the camp 
on May 21, but at that time was quar­ 
termaster for the Second corps. 
He 
said that when he arrived the command 
was short of all kinds of stores and 
that he had been unable in the begin­ 
ning to meet all requisitions for sup­ 
plies, but he thought it was due to sup­ 
plying so large an army in so short a 
time. 
Explaining General Lawton’s selec­ 
tion of the first, camp here, he said it 
was due to the fact that the railroad 
company could offer facilities, and to 
the additional fact that water could be 
secured conveniently. The site was 
low, and the men were moved when the 
rainy season began. General Lawton 
had expected the troops to be ordered 
almost immediately to Cuba. 
Colonel 
Guild, inspector 
general, 
said he had found the officers of the 
volunteer forces willing to accept sug­ 
gestions. He had also made frequent 
inspections of the hospitals. In the be­ 
ginning there was a lack of govern­ 
ment supplies for these institutions. 
But the deficiency had been supplied 
by the Red Cress. 
The witness testi­ 
fied to tile devotion of the medical de­ 
partment. 
Colonel Guild said that he had never 
found a case of deprivation due to the 
failure of the government to furnish 
proper supplies.

He was 
born in New Mexico and for years was 
a herder, working for Spaniards who 
owned ranches in the territory. 
When 
about 21 years old, he conceived the 
idea that he had been wronged by the 
whites, and from that time until his 
final surrender to General Miles in 1886 
was almost continually on the warpath. 
After being informed the other day that 
Minnesota Indians were fighting the 
United States troops,. Geronimo said 
through his interpreter: 
“ When I say that the Minnesota In 
dians have made a mistake, I know 
whereof I speak.

Years age 
the Indians made up great nations, but 
now they have gone never to return. 
We have got to give up our old ways 
and take on those of the whites. There 
are only a few of us left, and we are 
herded in like a lot of sheep, so that it 
is foolish to go to war. The young men 
of the tribes will never know anything 
of war, except as the tales are told by 
the old men. 
“ I have never been in Minnesota, but 
I hear that up theie and for hundreds 
of miles beyond the white men are as 
many as the blades of grass, lf that is 
so, what can a few poor Indians do in a 
fight? They are making a great mistake 
and are very foolish. For years I fought 
the white men, thinking that with my 
few braves I coaid kill them all off and 
that we would again have the land that 
our Great Father gave us and which he 
covered with game. I thought that the 
Great Spirit would be with us and that 
after we had killed the white men the 
buffalo, deer and antelope would come 
back. After I had fought and lost and 
after I had traveled over the country in 
which the white man lived and saw his 
cities and the work that he had done 
my old heart was ready to burst. 
I 
knew that the race of the Indian was 
run and that there was nothing left but 
to submit to the law. 
“ When I discovered that we were 
hopelessly defeated, I told my people 
that we would give up the fight and ac­ 
cept such terms of peace as we could 
get from the whites. While I am a 
prisoner of war and have been for years 
I feel that I am better off than most of 
the Indians of the country. The govern­ 
ment has confidence in me and has ap­ 
pointed me a scout, which is the same 
as an Indian police in the northern 
agencies. I expect to end my days in 
peace and leave my family something of 
which the members w’ill be proud—a 
good name." 
When asked what he thought would 
become of the North American Indian, 
Geronimo hesitated amomentaud then, 
pointing to the west, replied: 
“ The sun rises and shines for a time, 
aud then it goes down, sinking out of 
sight and is lost. So it will be with the 
Indian. When I was a boy, my old fa­ 
ther told me the Indians were as many 
as the leaves on the trees, and that 
way off in the north they had many 
horses and furs. I never saw them, but 
I know that if they were there they 
have gone now, and the white man has 
taken all they had. It will be only a 
few years more when the Indians will 
be heard of no more except in the books 
that the white man writes. They are 
not the people that the Great Father 
loves, for if they were he would protect 
and care for them. They have tried to 
please him, but they do not know how.

“ I have never been in M innesota, bat 
I hear that up theie and for hundreds 
of miles beyond the w hite men are as 
many as the blades of grass. 
If th at is 
so, w hat can a few poor Indians do in a 
fight? They are making a great m istake 
aud are very foolish. For years I fought 
the w hite men, thinking th at w ith my 
few braves I coaid kill them all off and 
that we would again have the land th at 
our G reat Father gave us and which he 
covered w ith game. 
I thought that the 
G reat Spirit would be w ith us and that 
after we had killed the w hite men the 
buffalo, deer and antelope would come 
back. 
After I had fought aud lost and 
after I had traveled over the country in 
which the w hite man lived and saw his 
cities and the work that he had done 
my old heart was ready to burst. 
I 
knew th at the race of the Indian was 
run and th at there was nothing left but 
to subm it to the Jaw. 
“ When I discovered th at we were 
hopelessly defeated, I told my people 
that we would give up the fight and ac­ 
cept such term s of peace as we could 
get from the whites. 
W hile I am a 
prisoner of war and have been for years 
I feel th at I am better off than most of 
the Indians of the country. The govern­ 
m ent has confidence in me and bas ap­ 
pointed me a scout, which is the same 
as an Indian police in the northern 
agencies. 
I expect to end my days iii 
peace and leave my fam ily something of 
which the members w ill be proud—a 
good name. ” 
When asked w hat ho thought would 
become of the N orth Americau Indian, I 
(Jeronimo hesitated a moment and then, I 
pointing to the west, replied: 
“ Tile sun rises and shines for a tim e, 
aud then it goes down, sinking out of 
sight aud is lost. So it w ill be w ith the 
Indian. 
When I was a boy, my old fa­ 
ther told me the Indians were as many 
as the leaves on the trees, and th at 
way off in the north they had many 
horses und furs. I never saw them, but 
I know th at if they were there they 
have gone now, and the w hite man has 
taken all they had. 
It will be only a 
few years more when the Indians will 
be heard of no more except in the books 
that the w hite man writes. 
They are 
not the people that the G reat Father 
loves, for if they were he would protect 
and care for them. 
They have tried to 
please him, but they do not know how. 
Schools are good things for the Indian, 
but it takes many years to change his 
nature. If an Indian boy goes to school 
aud learns to be like a w hite boy, he 
comes back to the agency, and there is 
nothing for him to do but put on a 
blanket and bu like an Indian again. 
This is where the government is to 
blame. 
When 
it takes our children 
away aud educates them, it should give 


loose to run wild at the agency. 
Until 
that time conies, educating the Indian 
is throwing money away. What can an 
educated Indian do out iii th o sage­ 
brush and cactus? 
“ I am an old man and can't live 
many years, so this d o n ’t trouble me 
much, but before I die I should like to 
see the Indians have the same chance 
as the colored people or the poor whites. 
There will be no more big Indian wars. 
The Indians’ fighting days are over, aud 
there is nothing left for them to do but 
to be beggars and live on charity around 
the agencies.” —New York Sun. 


TREE OF TIBET. 


F a h n lo n a P r ic e * Pall! F o r t h e L eave* 
o f t h e S a cred G r o w th . 
Few persons probably have beard of 
the marvelous tree of Tibet. 
Neverthe­ 
less for a long time it bas enjoyed a 
great reputation in the east. 
It is a sa­ 
cred tree, aud fabulous prices were paid 
for a few of its leaves. 
Iii bis “ Souvenirs do Voyage 
au 
Tibet” Pere Hue speaks of this won­ 
derful tree. It is essentially of a literary 
and artistic turn of mind and has the 
strange habit of producing images aud 
hieroglyphics upon its leaves. 
Some­ 
times religious figures take the place of 
the letters. Pere Hue called the myste­ 
rious thing “ the tree of a thousand 
images ” 
These images are found on 
Hit leaves, on the steins and on the 
trunk 
Near the temple of Buddha, in 
th*- 
village 
of 
Liousar 
Tibet, this 
great tree has stood for years, the plague 
and the puzzle of all the botanists who 
have ever received the gift of faith. 
A great antiquity was given to the 
tree, indeed it was clanned that it bad 
existed from time immemorial 
But an 
investigation not many years ago proved 
the images on the tree to be fakes 
The 
trick was simple enough, like every oth­ 
er trick when it is found out. 
In the 
spring and in 
the summer on dark 
nights a lama, endowed with acrobatic 
power, with his pockets full of hand 
stamps, climbed all through the tree 
and stamped the leaves with all sorts of 
holy images and characters, the most 
numerous being the following formula: 
“ Om 
mane 
padone oin” 'Glory to 
Buddha in the lotus) 
This is also 
stamped upon the bark, and the leaves 
and portions of the bark are sold to vis­ 
itors.

T h e H o a r o f L i n c o l n ' * S h o o t i n g . 
A highly interesting story in told to 
account for the fact that almost every 
woodeu clock in America has its hands 
painted to indicate the hour of 18 m in­ 
utes past 8. It is related that most such 
watchmakers’ signs were 
originally 
made by one man, who was at first in 
the habit of painting the bands to indi­ 
cate any old or young hour that struck 
his fancy when he came to that part of 
the job. 
But when President Lincoln 
was assassinated he conceived the idea 
of commemorating the event by record­ 
ing the hour and minute thereof upon 
all his woodeu timepieces, a custom 
ever since perpetuated. There is some­ 
thing strikiug and dramatic about this 
notion of time standing still forever 
after an event of such tragic signifi­ 
cance. There is no doubt about the fact 
that nearly all the wooden clocks do in­ 
dicate the hour of 18 minutes past 8. 
You can see that for yourself. But if the 
clockmaker thought he was thereby re­ 
cording the hour of the assassination 
his intelligence was as wooden as his 
wares, for President Lincoln was shot 
not at 18 minutes past 8, bat at about 
15 minutes past IO.—New York Post.

The greater part—in fact. nearly all 
—of the tobacco raised in Cuba and not 
used 
by the Cuban cigar makers is 
shipped to the United States. At certain 
seasons of the year the Havana hotels 
are tilled with tobacco buyers from the 
United States. 
Some of them deal 
through tile brokers in Havana, but 
some who know the country and the 
language go out into the tobacco dis 
trict and deal directly with the plant 
ers, often buying a promising crop be 
fore it is picked. The tobacco buyer has 
necessarily to be a good judge of tobac­ 
co. He goes down into the very center 
of the bale of tobacco he is examining, 
extracts some samples and tests them in 
different ways. 
The first test is that of smell. The 
Cuban tobacco has a strong and pecul­ 
iar odor. 
A little variation one way or 
the other makes the tobacco good or 
bad. After smelling it the buyer is like­ 
ly to roll a rudely constructed cigar out 
of the leaf and smoke it. He will inhale 
the smoke and endeavor to determine 
exactly the flavor. He will also examine 
the ash carefnliy and test also the com­ 
bustion of the tobacco—that is, try to 
find oat how long it will boid fire. It is 
a great annoyance to a smoker who is 
talking or writing or otherwise engaged 
to put his cigar into his month and find 
that it bas gone out. 
No cigar ever 
tastes so good after it has once gone out, 
and a fine Havana cigar is positively 
rank when it has met such a catas­ 
trophe. So one quality sought for is 
that of holding fire. If a sample smoked 
by the buyer will keep lighted four 
minutes, it is considered very good. 
Some will burn for five minutes and 
even longer without being puffed.— 
Ohio State Journal.

—of the tobacco raised iii Cuba and not 
used 
by tho Cuban cigar makers is 
shipped to the United States. Atcertaiu 
seasons of the year the Havana hotels 
are filled with tobacco buyers from the 
United States. 
Some of them deal 
through the brokers in Havana, but 
some who know the country and the 
language go out into the tobacco dis­ 
trict and deal directly with the plant­ 
ers. often buying a promising crop be­ 
fore it is picked. The tobacco buyer has 
necessarily to be a good judge of tobac­ 
co. 
He goes down into the very center 
of the bale of tobacco he is examining, 
extracts some samples and tests them in 
different ways. 
The first test is that of smell. 
The 
Caban tobacco has a strong and pecul­ 
iar odor. 
A little variation one way or 
the other makes the tobacco good or 
bad. After smelling it the buyer is like­ 
ly to roll a rudely constructed cigar out 
of the leaf and smoke it. He will inhale 
tile smoke and endeavor to determine 
exactly the flavor. Ho will also examine 
the ash carefully and test also the com­ 
bustion of tho tobacco—that is, try to 
find out how long it will bold fire. It is 
a great annoyance to a smoker who is 
talking or w riting or otherwise engaged 
to put his cigar into his mouth and find 
that it has gone out. 
No cigar ever 
tastes so good after it has once gone out, 
and a fine Havana cigar is positively 
rank when it has met such a catas­ 
trophe. 
So one quality sought for is 
that of holding fire. If a sample smoked 
by the buyer will keep lighted four 
minutes, it is considered very good. 
Some will born for five minutes and 
even longer without being puffed.— 
Ohio State Journal.

Generals Miles and Shafter and 
other military men were present. 
About 5,(XX) people, packed within 
the walls of the Auditorium, witnessed 
the formal launching of the peace jubi­ 
lee. 
On his ride from the residence of Mr. 
McWilliams the president was escorted 
bv the Chicago Hussars and mounted 
police. 
As the president entered the 
hall his appearance was the signal for 
an outburse of enthusiastic cheers that 
lasted tor several minutes.

J a c k s o n v il l e , Fla., Oct. 19.—The 
war 
investigating 
commission held 
three sessions, dealing during two ses­ 
sions with the general staff officers of 
the Seventh army corps aud at the 
third hearing the testimony of officers 
and men of the Second South Carolina 
regiment. 
The subcommittee, 
consisting 
of 
General Wilson and Captain Howell 
appointed to investigate the selection of 
F eruandina as a camp, returned and 
reported their approval of the selection. 
They made special inquiry into the re- 
poit that the camp had been located 
there for the purpose of enhancing the 
value of land owned by a son of Secre­ 
tary Alger, going through the county 
records as part of tneir work. 
They 
failed to find his name in any of these 
documents and their investigation con­ 
vinced them that he had never owned 
any real estate in that vicinity or had 
been in any way interested in any. 
Chief Surgeon Maus, before the main 
body, said there was little sickness until 
July. 
At first he had trouble in getting 
requisitions filled at Tampa, but they 
were promptly lilied when made to 
Washington. 
He had never seen such 
utter disregard of expense in caring for 
sick soldiers. 
He also said th.} Red 
Cross society had given so much that it 
was unnecessary to ask the government 
for supplies, 
tie thought typhoid had 
been introduced to the camp by Missis­ 
sippi and Virginia troops. 
Shallow 
wells and surface drainage had done 
much to increase the scourge. 
He also 
thought the Hies had done much to dis­ 
seminate fevqr. 
From tile beginning 
very strict attention had been given to 
the sinks. 
Despite the strict sanitation, 
the fever broke out. 
Dr. Maus said he 
had found it difficult to prevail ujmju 
surgeons in the volunteer service to 
learn tho administrative duties of their 
positions, 
lu the early part of the war 
they neglected sanitat ed. 
Dr. Maus said that in the history of 
the camp there had been 284 deaths out 
of 31,000 men and that about Hoper 
cent of the deaths had been from fever. 
He thought the fever was now decreas­ 
ing. 
lie mentioned *»ne instance in 
which serious sickness had followed the 
u.-e of tainted meat aud said he hail 
heard of a few other instances in which 
poor meat had been issued. 
Dr. Conner 
quoted a report from Colonel Guild, in­ 
spector general, saying that but for the 
action of the Red Cro.-»» society the sick 
would have beeu without essential sup­ 
plies for two months. 
"That state­ 
m ent,” said Dr. Mans, "is utterly false. 
The government would have supplied 
them if the Red Cross had not.*’ 
Dr. Maus was questioned in regard to 
the camp at Miami. 
He said he had 
investigated it and found it to be uu- 
suitaole on account of the water, which 
analysis had shown to be impure. 
He 
also thought Tampa unsuited to a large 
army camp. 
Colonel Cliver K. Wood, chiel com­ 
missary at Camp Cuba Libre, under 
General Lee, was before the commis­ 
sion. 
He hail occupied this position 
since May 21 and he had bi en able dur­ 
ing all this time to fully and completely 
meet all requisious made upon him for 
supplies aud there had uever been any 
lack of them. 
As a rule also, the qual­ 
ity was excellent. 
Captain Chauncey V. Baker, chief 
quarterm aster, had beeu in Jackson­ 
ville from the beginning of the camp 
on May 21, but at that time was quar­ 
termaster for the Second corps. 
He 
said that when he arrived the command 
was short of all kinds of stores and 
that he had been unable in the begin­ 
ning to meet all requisition** for sup­ 
plies, but he thought it was due to sup­ 
plying so large an army in so short a 
time. 
Explaining General Lawton s selec­ 
tion of the hist camp here, he said it 
was due to the fact that the railroad 
company could offer facilities, and to 
the additional tact that water could be 
secured conveniently. 
Tile site was 
low, and the men were moved when the 
rainy season began.

enforces by injunctions is th e sa m e 
right that lies at the foundation of th e 
strikers’ own freedom when they refu se 
to wrork on any terms but their own, a n d 
it is a right whicn no person, b ecau se 
h** is a striker, can deny to the so -ca lled 
“scab,” who is entitled to pass freely 
through th** streets and highways to h is 
w'ork. 
In this country this freedom to 
contract in business is a constitutional 
freedom, which not even state legisla­ 
tures can impair, aud certainly not 
strike organizations, for they su re ly 
(‘annot lawfully do what the legislature 
may not. 
lo tim suggestion that few acts o f 
violence have been shown, the judge 
saki that the most potential force of 
violence may exist without lifting a 
finger against any man or uttering a 
word of tar* at. against him, aud that 
the plan of campaign adopted here was 
a most substantial exhibition of force 
by keeping always near the mills large 
bodies of men, massed and controlled 
by the leaders so as to be used for ob­ 
struction if necessary. 
A skilled wire- 
drawer, but a timid man, would be de­

FUTURE OF INDIANS. 


INTERESTING TALK WITH GERONIMO, 


THE FAMOUS APACHE CHIEF.

Geronimo, 
the 
notorious 
Apache 
chief, when asked tho other day hy Cap­ 
tain Merar, the m ilitary man in charge 
of the Indian congress, what he thinks 
of the Minnesota Indian war, wild: 
“ The Minnesota Indians will set' that 
they have made a great mistake in go­ 
ing on the w arpath.” 
Old Geronimo is one of the Indians 
now in the camp at the Indian congress. 
Geronimo was for years the most trou­ 
blesome Indian in the country. 
He is 
now probably 70 years old. 
He was 
born in New Mexico and for years was 
a herder, working for Spaniards who 
owned ranches in the territory. 
When 
about 21 years old, he conceived the 
idea that he had been wronged by the 
whites, and from that time until his 
final surrender to General Miles in 1886 
was almost continually on the warpath. 
After being informed the other day that 
Minnesota Indians were fighting the 
United States troops, . Geronimo said 
through his interpreter: 
“ When I say that the Minnesota Iii 
diane have made a mistake, I know 
whereof I speak. From long expel ience 
in both war and peace I know that it is 
better to submit to great wrongs than 


OK KON I MO. 
to fight the United States. 
Years age 
the Indians made up great nations, but 
now they have gone never to return. 
We have got to give up our old ways 
and take on those of the whites. 
There 
are only a few of us left, and we are 
herded in like a lot of sheep, so that it 
is foolish to go to war. The young men 
of the tribes will never know anything 
of war, except «b the tales are told by 
the old men. 
“ I have never been in Minnesota, hot 
I hear that up thaie and for hundreds 
of miles beyond the white men are as 
many as the blades of grass, lf that is 
so, what can a few poor Indians do in a 
fight? They are making a great mistake 
and are very foolish. For years I fought 
the white men, thinking that w ith my 
few braves I could kill them all off aud 
that we would again have the land that 
our Grout Father gave us and which he 
covered with game. 
I thought that the 
Great Spirit would be with us aud that 
after we had killed the white men the 
buffalo, deer and antelope would come 
back. 
After I had fought and lost and 
after I had traveled over the country in 
which the white man lived aud saw his 
cities and the work that he had done 
my old heart was ready to burst. 
I 
knew that the race of the Indian was 
run and that there was nothing left hut 
to submit to the law. 
“ When I discovered that we were 
hopelessly defeated, I told my people 
that we would give up the tight and ac 
ocpt such terms of peace as we could 
get from the whites. 
While I ani a 
prisoner of war and have been for years 
I feel that I am better off than most of 
the Indians of the country. The govern­ 
ment has confidence in me and has ap­ 
pointed me a scout, which is the same 
as au Indian jHilice in the northern 
agencies. 
I expect to end my days in 
peace and leave my family something of 
which the members will be proud—a 
good name.” 
When usked what he thought would 
become of the North American Indian, 
Geronimo hesitated a moment and then, 
pointing to the west, replied: 
“ The sun rises and shines for a time, 
aud then it goes down, sinking out of 
sight und is lost. So it will he with the 
Indian. 
When I was a boy, my old fa­ 
ther told me the Indians were as many 
as the leaves on the trees, aud that 
way off in the north they hail many 
horses and furs. I never saw them, but 
I know that if they were there they 
have gone now, and the white man has 
taken all they had. 
It will be only a 
few years more when the Indians will 
lie heard of no more except in the books 
that the white man writes. 
They ure 
not tile people that the Great Father 
loves, for if they were he would protect 
and cine for them. 
They have tried to 
please him, but they do not know how. 
Schools are good tilings for the Indian, 
but it takes many years to chauge his 
nature. If an Indian boy goes to school 
aud learns to lie like a white boy, be 
comes back to the agency, aud there is 
nothing for hun to do but put on a 
blanket and lie like an Indian again. 
This is 
w Ik t o the government is to 
blame. 
When ii takes our children 
away und educates them, it should give 
them something to do. not turn them 


loose to run wild at the agency. 
Until 
that time comae, educating the Indian 
is throwing money away. What can an 
educated Indian do out in the sage­ 
brush and cactus? 
“ I am an old man and can’t live 
many years, so this don’t trouble me 
much, but before I die I should like to 
see the Indians have the same chance 
as the colored people or the poor W hites. 
There w ill be no more big Indian wars. 
The Indians’ fighting days are over, and 
there is nothing left for them to do but 
to be beggars and live on charity around 
the agencies.” —N ew York Sun.

Tibet, this 
great tree has stood for years, the plague 
and the puzzle of all the botanists who 
have ever received the gift of faith. 
A great antiquity was given to the 
fr* ** indeed it was claimed that it bad 
existed from tune immemorial 
But an 
investigation not many y e a r s a g o proved 
the images on the tree to be fakes T he 
trick was simple enough, like every oth­ 
er trick when it is found out. 
In the 
spring md in the summer on dark 
uiglits a lama, endowed with acrobatic 
power, with his pockets full of hand 
stamps climbed all through the tree 
aud stamped the leaves with all sorts of 
holy images and characters, the most 
numerous being the following formula: 
“ Urn 
mane 
padone oui” 'Glory to 
Buddha iii the lotus) 
This is also 
stamped upon the bark and the leaves 
and portions of the bark are sold to vis­ 
itors.

A highly interesting story in told to 
account for the fact that almost every 
wooden clock in America has its hands 
painted to indicate the hoar of 18 m in­ 
utes past 8. it is related that most such 
watchm akers’ 
signs were 
originally 
made by one man, who was at first in 
the habit of painting the hands to indi­ 
cate any old or young hour that struck 
his fancy when he came to that part of 
tho job. 
But when President Lincoln 
was assassinated ho conceived the idea 
of commemorating the event by record­ 
ing the hour aud m inute thereof upon 
all his wooden timepieces, a custom 
ever since perpetuated. There is some­ 
thing striking and dram atic about this 
notion of t.rne standing still forever 
after an event of such tragic signifi­ 
cance. There is no doubt about the fact 
that nearly all the wooden clocks do in ­ 
dicate the hour of 18 m inutes past 8. 
You can see that for yourself. But if the 
clockmaker thought he was thereby re ­ 
cording the hour of the assassination 
his intelligence was as wooden as his 
wares, for President Lincoln was shot 
not at 18 m inutes past 8, but at about 
15 m inutes past IO.—New York Post.

by tho Cuban cigar makers is 
shipped to the United States. A tcertain 
seasons of the year the Havana hotels 
are filled w ith tobacco buyers from the 
United States. 
Some of them deal 
through the brokers in Havana, but 
some who know the country and the 
language go out into the tobacco dis­ 
trict and deal directly with the plant­ 
ers. often buying a promising crop be­ 
fore it is picked. The tobacco buyer has 
necessarily to be a good judge of tobac­ 
co. 
He goes down into the very center 
of the bale of tobacco he is examining, 
extracts some samples aud tests them in 
different ways. 
The first test is that of smell. 
The 
Cuban tobacco has a strong and pecul­ 
iar odor. 
A little variation one way or 
the other makes the tobacco good or 
bad. After sm elling it the buyer is like­ 
ly to roll a rudely constructed cigar out 
of the leaf and smoke it. He w ill inhale 
the smoke and endeavor to determ ine 
exactly the flavor. He will also examine 
the ash carefully and test also the com­ 
bustion of the tobacco— th at is, try to 
find out how long it w ill hold fire. It is 
a great annoyance to a smoker who is 
talking or w riting or otherwise engaged 
to put his cigar into his mouth and find 
th at it has gone out. 
No cigar ever 
tastes so good after it has once gone out, 
and a fine Havana cigar is positively 
rank when it has m et such a catas­ 
trophe. 
So one quality sought for is 
that of holding fire. If a sample smoked 
by the buyer will keep lighted four 
m inutes, it is considered very good. 
Some will burn for five m inutes aud 
even longer w ithout being putfed.— 
Ohio State Journal.
